der near Miami of Capt James Pla». 
who lived in this city for many ye»r», 
and the subsequent effort? of the au- 
thorities to find some definite cine* 
to the murderer and the reason for 
it. Capt Pine had made his home i» 
New Smyrna and Miami for the taat 
27 years and was well known in this 
city, as well as being well known all 
alone the East Coast. He was 48 
years of age. 


The body of Capt. Pine was found' 


beside th« road seven miles west of 
Miami last Thursday morning with 
the Skull crushed in at the back, ap- 
parently with a hatchet. The body 
was still warm when the coroner got 
on the scene for the inquest, but ab- 
solutely no clues were left to indicato 
by whom or why the deed had been 
committed. 


The head and body were covered 


with blood and nobody could identify 
the body until after it had been taken „ 
to 
an undertaking establishment, 


where it was later positively identi- 
fied by his son and brothe.. 


Mr. Pine was captain of the boat 
•nthia, which was 
seized in De- 


mber by federal agents at Savannah, 
here it had put in after a trip to the 
.hamas, and $40,000 worth of liquor 
as taken. It was proven that the 
quor belonged to a former saloon 
eeper of Savannah, who was also 
ioard the boat, but the vessel was 
kren byl the authorities and later re- 
rned to the owner, Capt. Pine.

it. Capt Pine had made his home i» 
New Smyrna and Miami for the last 
27 Tears aad was well known ia this 
city, as well as being well known all 
alone the East Coast, He was 48 
years of age. 


The body of Capt. Pine was found' 


beside the road seven miles west of 
Miami last Thursday morning with 
the Skull crushed in at the back, ap- 
parently with a hatchet. The body 
was still warm when the coroner got 
on the scene for the inquest, but ab- 
solutely no clues were left to indicate 
by whom or why the deed had been 
committed. 


The head and body were covered 


with blood and nobody could identify 
the body until after it had been taken „ 
to 
an 
undertakfling establishment, 


where it was later positively identi- 
fied by his son and brothe>. 


Mr. Pine was captain of the boat 


Cynthia, which was 
seized in De- 


cember by federal agents at Savannah, 
where it had put in after a trip to the 
Bahamas, and $40,000 worth of liquor 
was taVen. It was proven that the 
liquor belonged to a former saloon 
keeper of Savannah, who was also 
aboard the boat, but the vessel was 
taken byl the authorities and later re- 
turned to the owner, Capt. Pine. 


Funeral services were held in Miami 


last 
Saturday afternoon and the 


services were in charge of the Elks. 


The following intimation of a rea- 


son for the murder is taken from the 
Miami Metropolis: 


The murder of Capt. Pine apparent- 


ly substantiates the frequent rumors 
lately of a secret, terrible war among 
the bootleggers and booze-runners o£ 
southern Florida, or more particularly 
between the booze-runners who are 
organized and claim to be working 
with official sanction and those who 
ars working independently. If these 
underground reports are true, the or- 
ganized booze runners 
are- making 


every effort to thwart the "outlaw" 
bootleggers, not Only by tiprag 6ff the 
authorities every time they .trans- 
port booze but by physical violence. 
The independent botleggers have re- 
taliated in kind and one man, said to 
be one of the wealthiest booze runners 
in the United States, told his friends- 
rceutly he had been shot at twice the 
night previously while driving a 
truck load .of liquor into Miami, and 
that one bullet had gone, through hia 
clothes.

only fear of both armies of bootleg- 
gers seems to be that by some chance 
they may run afoul of some inimical 
prohibition agency.
